conciliation between Dennrark and Sweden, the 
former has very lately flopped a large cheft of 
filver to the value of 50,000 ducats, which was 
going from Copenhagento Stockholm, forthe afe 
of the Swedith army.

This awoke 
Major Jenkins and Ranfom; the Indians rulhed 
in with the knife and tomahawk ; but Jenkins, by 
an inftantaneous effort of bravery, caught hold ot 
an axe and knocked down two Indians,—after- 
wards Ranfom affifted and they beat the Indians 
off, and took each of thetr guns, tomahawks, &c. 
Jenkins and his farviving companion lodged that 
night in faid cabin with the dead and the wound- 
ed. Next day returned with Earl to Geneva, (the 
name of atown on thelake). A f€out was imme- 








diately fent after faid Indians, when the party ar- 
rived at the cabin, they found the Indians had 


‘been back and taken off all their provifion, their 


obje& in the bloody attack. Four Indians are 
fent in queft of the villains, and have pledged 
their honour they will not return without their bo- 
dies or fcalps. God preferve their honour.’
